PEmSYLYANIA'S PRIDE. 


Tbe Celebration of tite Fonndingr of 
tlie Hiatorleal Old liO|r Collen« 
Prove* an impOMin^r Bvent. 


pHTTiABETiPHiA, 
Pa., - Sept. 5.— 
Although to-day's celebration, commem- 
orative of the foundation of the histori- 
cal old Log college, was distinctively a 
Presbyterian celebration in its inception, 
the event called out persons of every re- 
ligious denomination, and the speakers 
and others taking prominent part in the 
exercises were of all politics. Shortly 
after 8 o'clock this morning. President 
Harrison, with Grovemor Beaver, Gov- 
ernor Green, of New Jerseyj and Post- 
master General Wanamaker, started in 
carriages from the country home of the 
latter at Jenkintown, nine miles from 
this city, for the scene of the celebra- 
tion, on the old Tennert farm, near 
Hartsville, Bucks county. 


The greetings to the president by the 
people along the old York road, irre- 
spective of politics or religion, was a 
fitting preliminary to the celebration it- 
self. 
As the carriages containing the 
president and the other guests of Mr. 
Wannamaker passed along the road the 
people ranged themselves by the road- 
side in front of their homes and at oth- 
er advantageous points, cheering and 
waving handkerchiefs as long as the 
party could be seen. As the procession 
proceeded it became more and more 
pretentious, for in almost every case 
the inhabitants of the houses by the 
roadside had horses and wagons ready 
to fall in behind the presidential party. 


Just before entering Abington village 
the party halted at the Abington Pres- 
byterian church, founded in 1714, in 
whose burying ground lie the remains 
of several of the original instructors and 
students of Log college, their graves be- 
ing marked with flags. Spanning the 
entrance to the church ground was an 
arch bearing the inscription: 
"Abing- 
ton church was founded in 1714. Greet- 
ings to our ruling elders, who rule our 
country." The greeting refers to the 
president, Mr. Wannamaker and Gov- 
ernor Beaver, all of whom are ruling 
elders of the Presbyterian church. 


Across the Abjpgton village street was 
a triumphial arch thirty-five feet high 
and forty feet span, where the street was 
flanked by two stands each seating 300 
people. 


As the president passed under the 
arch the band of the First regiment 
played "Hail to the Chief," all the 
church bells were rung, and the Abing- 
ton reception 
committee 
presented 
flowers to the ladies in the carriages of 
the presidential pariy. Three miles be- 
yond Abington the party passed through 
the village of Willow Grove, where the 
buildings were all decorated and at Hat- 
boro, two miles further on. Fisher Post 
G. A. R., with a band, escorted the party 
through the village. 


LOG COIIIIEGE GBOUNJ), Pa., Sept. 5.— 
Tents are erected on the Tennert farm, 
the site of the old Log college, and an 
immense crowd from the surrounding 
country and Philadelphia, 
besides 
prominent Presbyterian divines from 
all parts of the country, are present. 


The celebration, which is under the 
auspices of the Presbyterian church of 
Philadelphia, north, while commemor- 
ating the foundation of Log college by 
William Tennert, in 1726, is really com- 
memorating the founding of the Presby- 
terian church in the United States, and 
it may also be said that Princton college 
sprung from the primitive institution of 
learning established by Tennert. 


A long program of exercises had been 
arranged and divided into two parts and 
at 11:20 a. m. the services of the ^ ^ y 
were opened by the reading of a verse of 
scriptures by Rev. Jos. Beggs, L. L. 
D., of the Falls of Schuyekill, Philadel- 
phia, which was followed by a prayer by 
Rev. L. W. Eckard, of Abington, Pa. 
At 11:50 President Harrison, leaning on 
tie arm of Postmaster General Wanna- 
maker, and followed by Mrs. Harrison, 
Rev. J. W. Scott, Private Secretary 
Halford and the others of the presi- 
dent's party, entered the large tent and 
received a most enthusiastic welcome, a 
fitting end to Mr. Harrison's drive from 
Jenkintown, which was one continuous 
ovation. 


The ladies of the party carried beauti- 
ful bouquets, presents to them by the 
Abington committee. Gtovemor Beaver 
came in for a generous share of the 
cheering, both along the route and upon 
his arrival at the tent, and he was 
again cheered as he ascended the steps 
of the platform. 


As soon as the party were seated, the 
first paper of the day was read by Rev. 
D. Moyer, of Hartsville, descriptive of 
the founding of the Log college, and the 
useful career of its founder. . He WM id 


lowed by Rev. R. M. Patterson, D. D. 
L. L. D., of Philadelphia, editor of the 
Pre^jyterian, who delivered an address 
on "Log College Evangelists." 


Rev. Francis L. Paler, president of 
Princeton college, was next on the pro- 
gram, but owing to the death of his son, 
he was unable to be present, and Dr. 
Murray, dean of Princeton college, de- 
livered an address in his stead. Rev. 
Richard McHwaine, D. D., president of 
Hampden-Sydney 
college, 
Virginia, 
read a paper on "Influence of the Log 
college in the South." 


At the conclusion of the address Pres- 
ident Harrison was introduced. The as- 
sembli^e then 
numbered 25,000 or 
more and the vast audience rose en 
masse and repeatedly cheered the presi- 
dent. When the applause ceased, so he 
could be heard, he delivered his address. 


The president spoke as follows: " I 
have had illustrated to me here to-day 
one of the consistent gi-aces and tenants 
of the Presbyterian church. 
Nothing, 
I assure you, short of a robust embodi- 
ment of the doctrine of the persever- 
ance of the saints, in the person of our 
distinguised brother, the chairman, who 
has just introduced me, could he over- 
come the differences which seem to be 
in the way of those who attend celebra 
tions. 


"I have also had illustrated to me, I 
regret to say, another of the results of 
persistent i^esbyterianism. I never at 
any time promised to make any address 
here 
to-day. 
[Laughter.] 
I never 
authorized anyone to say so. There are 
many embarassing things to be encoun- 
tered in this life, among them there is 
none more embarassing than being asked 
to speak on the platform or sing at a 
table next to gentlemen with manu- 
scripts in their pockets, when one is not 
similarly provided. 
[Great laughter.] 


"I thank you for your hospitable 
treatment of me and mine to-day, and I 
must say I have much pleasure in being 
here to-day. Every impulse of hospital- 
ity which stirs your hearts moves mine. 
I am glad to stand here, at the source of 
a great movement. I have seen the 
Mississippi river pouring out its enor- 
mous gulf, and I had the pleasure of 
standing at the source of the greal Mis- 
souri, but what, is the source and energy 
implied by these rushing streams when 
compared with the movement inaugur- 
ated here. 
(Applause,) 


' 'I am gald to be here to help cele- 
brate one of those great impulses spring- 
ing from a small begining, and yet how 
far reaching in its results and effect. I 
do not want unduly to exalt the Presby- 
terian church, and yet I think historians, 
who have been untouched by partisian- 
ship, testify that it has been magnifi- 
cently pressed onward. 


"Let us take no backward steps. Let 
us continue to merit the favor of God 
and do his work until the world shall 
cease ' to 
move. 
Steadfastness is 
our characteristic. 
Our enemies have 
callecl it obstinacy and there are occa- 
sions when even that trait and that 
characteristic have its services. Let us, 
my friends, continue steadfast to the 
work nurtured and strengthened on this 
sacred spot." 


In concluding his address the presi- 
dent said: 


"Let me kindly thank you for this 
most cordial and brotherly greeting. 
Let me wish that this day will close as 
auspicously as it has opened. 
Let me 
hope that the scholarly addresses which 
you have heard read from manuscript 
[laughter] will convey new thoughts to 
your minds, and that you will carry 
away from here pleasant recollections of 
the day's celebration." 


At the close of the president's address 
there were scenes of the wildest confu- 
sion, the cheering was prolonged for 
several minutes. Women waved their 
handkerchiefs in a frantic way and made 
other demonstrations of their approval 
of the president's sentiments. 


The morning exercises closed shortly 
after 1 o'clock, with the' singing of the 
hymn, 
"Nearer My God to Thee." 
The president and party were then 
escorted to a tent where a lunch awaited 
them. 


About three-quarters of an houi- was 
consumed at the table. At the conclusion 
of the luncheon, which was entirely in- 
formal, the president, Mrs. Harrison, 
and Rev. Mr. Scott entered their car- 
riage and started back to Mr. Wana- 
maker's house at Jenkintown. 


As the president was driven away the 
people gathered around the carriage and 
cheered. 
Mr. Harrison, it is under- 
stood, will remain ^ h e guest of Mr. 
Wanamaker until to-morrow, whejt he 
will return to Washington, remaining 
there until Monday, then going to Deer 
Park. 


Mrs. Harrison will remain with Mrs. 
Wannamaker until Monday, when she 
will go direct to Deer Park from Jen- 
kintown.

CHICAGO, Sept. 5.—The latest advices 
from Spring Valley are not very flatter- 
ing. It is expected that the work of 
ejecting tenants from the company's 
houses will soon be begun. 
The mines 
have been ordered closed for six months, 
but so far no step has been taken to car- 
ry the order into practical effect. 


The other mines of northern Illinois 
have either resumed or will do so within 
a day or two on the 72i cents per ton 
principles, but the Spring Valley men 
have not been fayored with even that 
ofiei. They are out in the cold, and 
while they will submit to the closing of 
the mines, they will not willingly go 
out of the houses which they at present 
occupy. If the company insists upon 
evictions, riot and bloodshed will follow. 


STREATOK, 111., Sept. 5.—The great 
body of coal miners in Streator have not 
recommenced labor in the mines. They 
are satisisfied with the award of seventy- 
two and one-half cents per ton, but 
there are a number of local grievances 
which they desire settled before going 
to work.

MASTEB WOBKMAN T . V .

the Knights of Labor spoke at 
Newark, N. J. on Labor day. He began 
by declaring that the establishment of 
the labor holiday by some of the states 
was a partial recognition of the rights of 
the laborer. He hoped the time would 
soon come when it would be a national 
holiday, and he would prefer to see it 
on election day. He spoke of the re- 
forms which organized labor had ac- 
complished—among others the reduc- 
tion of hours of labor. At the same 
time, he said, this reduction of hours 
had increased the manufacturing capac- 
ity of the country. He spoke at length 
on ballot reform and advised all work- 
ingmen to demand a pledge from all 
legislative candidates 
irrespective of 
party to vote for ballot reform. 
A part 
of his speech, which was loudly cheered, 
was his expressions of sympathy with 
the London strikers and of hope that 
they might come out of the struggles 
victorious. 
He asserted that the big 
fair of 1892 would be the biggest labor 
demonstration in histpry. 


IininiORATION SINC!» 1820. 


The chief of the bureau of statistics at 
Washington, in obedience to a request 
made by the special committee on immi- 
gration of the Fiftieth congress, has 
compiled a report from the available 
immigration statistics of the country. 
The period covered by this report be- 
gins with 1820, previous to which no 
statistics of immigration were compiled. 
The figures show the total arrivals of 
alien passengers during that period to 
have been about 15,000,000, or nearly 
one-fourth the present population of 
the country. 


During the first forty-six years, or 
from 1820 to 1866, there were but two 
years in which the immigration from the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland did not exceed that from all the 
rest of Europe combined. From 1820 to 
1830 the percentage of arrivals from 
Great Britain and Ireland was 52.85, 
from the rest of Europe, 16.04 per cent.; 
from 1830 to 1840 the British immi- 
gration reached 47.27 per cent, of the 
total and the continent only 35.47 per 
cent.; from 1840 to 1850 Great Britain 
contributed 61.15 per cent, and the con- 
tinent 32.09 per cent; from 1850 to 1860 
Great Britain contributed 51.50 per 
cent, and the continent. 
42.90; 
from 1860 to 1870 British arrivals 
were 
44.88 per cent, and conti- 
nental 43151. It was only in the decade 
between 1870 and 188Q that the figures 
wer^ reversed, British immigration con- 
stituting but 33.60 per cent, of the

self. 
As the carriages containing the 


president and tlio other guests of Mr. 
Wannamaker passed along the road the 
people ranged themselves by tho road- 
side in front of their homes and at oth- 
er advantageous pointa,' cheering and 
waving handkerchiefs as long as the 
party could be seen. As the procession 
proceeded it became more and more 
pretentious, for in almost every cue 
the inhabitants of the houses by the 
roadside had horses and wagons ready 
to fall iu behind the presidential party. 


Just before entering AUngtou village 


tbe party halted at the Abingtoo Pres- 
byterian church, founded iu 1714, in 
whoso burying ground lie tho remains 
of several of the original instructors and 
students of Log college, their graves be- 
ing marked with flags. Spanning the 
entrance to the church ground was an 
arch bearing tho inscription: "Abing- 
ton church was founded in 1714.

inmiUKATion MINUB 1090. 


The chief of the bureau of Htatifitios at 


Washington, in obedience to a request 
made by the special committee on immi- 
gration of the Fiftieth congress, has 
compiled a report from the available 
immigration statistics of the country. 
The period covered by this report be- 
gins with 1820, previous to which no 
statistics of immigration were compiled. 
The figures show the total arrivals of 
alien passengers during that period to 
have been about 10,000,000, or nearly 
one-fourth the present population oJ 
the country. 


During the first forty-six years, or 


from 1820 to 1866, there were but two 
years ID which the immigration from the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland did not exceed that from all the 
rest of Europe combined. From 1820 to 
1830 the percentage of arrivals from 
Great Britain and Ireland was 52.85, 
from the rest of Europe, 16.04 per cent.; 
from 1830 to 184.0 the British in 
gration reached 47.27 per cent, of the 
total and the continent only 35,47 per 
cent.; from 1840 to 1850 Great Britain 
contributed 81.15 percent, and Uio con- 
tinent 32.00 per cent; from 1850 to ISO) 
Great Britain contributed 51.50 per 
cent, 
and 
the 
continent 
42.00; 


from 1860 to 1870 British arrivals 
were 
44.88 per 
cent, and conti- 


nental 43.51, It won only in the decade 
between 1870 and 1880 that tho figures 
wore reversed, British immigration con- 
stituting but 33.60 per cent, of tho 


whole, against 46.12 from the continent. 


The emigration from the continent 


has been chiefly from Germany and tlie 
Scandinavian countries, whose people 
are of Saxon blood and who, upon com- 
ing to ttiis country, acquire the English 
language and American habits and cus- 
toms in a few years.
